Revolting Story With Ends 
in Local Chinatown, 


Life Tragedy that Began in 
Sun Nui Long Ago.

“Kin ngke tal fan lai!“ 

Should the slant eyes of any denizen 
of San Francisco's Chinatown chance 
upon the foregoing line, let him put 
his finger upon it and go to the store 
of Mou Tang & Co., on Washington 
sireet, and ask for one Ng Shu Heng, 
en of Ming John. And if Ng be 
found, let the line be read to him-- 
for himself, ne can neither read nor 
write. Tell him it ts a message from 
the lips of his mother, wife of Ming 
John, the Santa Ana fiuckster, whom 
he left five weeks ago with a promise 
to return in two days. Then mayhap 
Ng Shu, if he be held, will find a way 
to break his captivity and steal back. 

Bent to the earth with age and 
abuse and bitter sorr«. she hoes in 
the field, in the outskirts of Santa Ana, 
that the divorce court of Orange county 
took from Ming John and gave to her. 
And as the day-long tears trickle and 
drop from her bent face to moisten 
the ground that is drying up because 
there is none to work the windmill and 
tend the ditches, ever she mumbles 
“Kin ngke tsai fan lat, kin ntzKe boy 
fan lai”—Bring back my son! Oh, find 
my boy.” 

Both Superior Judge West and 
Sheriff Lacy, of Orange county, have 
addressed letters to Mou Tang & Co., 
in San Francisco, making inquiry for 
Ng Shu Heng and setting forth the 
pitiable plight of his mother, in the 
hope that this might lead to his speedy 
return. But the letters remain unan-

THE FATE OF A WIFE. 

Forty-odd years ago there lived in 
Fun Wui, one of the districts of the 
many-millioned province of Kwang- 
tung, on the southern edge of China— 
the province that has the great city 
of Canton for its capital, In the teem- 
ing hill-and-vale and watered-plains 
country, whence most of our Fourth 
of July fire-crackers come and where 
fo many of the soft and brilliant-silks 
vf the Orient are spun—Ming John, and 
his age was near 30 years. Though 
himself ope wf the lowliest of r- 


sons, he got for his bride the daugh- 


ter of a merchant. Beside respectabil- 
ity of birth his wife brought to him 
great beauty of jerson. A trace of 
it clings to her still, in the smile that 
once in a great while lights her eyes, 
despite’ long years of hardship and un- 
merciful beatings, even as the charm 
of the rose will cling ‘round the broken 
vase. 

It entered the head of Ming John 
one day that he must cross the seas, 
which no one in his village had ever 
seen, to far America, where they told 
him Fortune dwelt. The spell of the 
bridal was long worn off; a son had 
added fo his household. Quite with- 
out compunction Ming John gathered 
together as much as he could, even to 
sclling the roof from over his wife's 
head, and, cutting short a none too 
affectionate farewell, made off to 
fwatow, whence de sailed for the 
Western World, The deserted wife was 
to get along as best she could. She 
did it by strapping her baby to her 
back and going into the hills to pick 
twigs and fagots, which she made into 
small bundles and peddied about, 
sometimes earnifig as much as thirty 
cash (3 cents) a day, when luck was 
good. To think of having a perma- 
nent shelter and paying rent, was 
fantastical. Mrs. Ming and baby 
Ming—Ng Shu Heng, that is—trudged 
about, getting their handful of rice 


‘where they might. 
HIS FATHER’S FOOTSTEPS. 


When age had put independence into 
Neg Shu he heard his father's footsteps 
calling to him from out the sea. Soon 
he was off to America, but leaving his 
mother better cared for than the father 
had left the -wife. This was twenty 


years ago. 

Ming John had settled somewhere on 
the California coast, and was doing 
well. Ne Shu found him, and they 
became partners. Ng 
Ming John to send for Ng's mother, 
but Ming John savagely refused. Then, 
after awhile, Ng got a few hundred 
dollars out of his father by clever lies, 
ard this he sealed and sent to China. 
Within the year Mrs. Ming John ap- 
peared to the eyes of her faithless 
husband and loyal son, and Ming John 
knew where his money had gone. There 
was trouble then, for Sing Lue was 
no longer young and beautiful, and 
twig-gathering in the tard hills of 
Sun Wui had stooped her form as 
with age. But there was no help for 
it, now she was here. 80 Ming John 
and his wife and Ng Shu Heng moved 
to Santa Ana, where in the outskirts 
they took up a le and herry 
farm.

“THE DEATH WORD.” 


Once, after an act of interference 
Ng Suu, old Ming turned, his 
wrinkled face livid with hate, and 
spoke “the Death Word"-—Sz yan. 
It was in the time of the Chinese New 
Year's that he did itt, and in that 
time no more terrible thing can be 
said. It foreshadows not only a sud- 
den death in the household, but unre- 
mitting woe throughout the year. Ng 
Shu leaped from their 
wagon, caught his father by the arm, 
anc spoke a frightened remonstrance. 

Off went Ming to town and had hi 
son arrested for assault. Then, when 
Ng was safely lodged in jail, he hur- 
ried to Los Angeles and picked out 
three tongmen, big ruffians, with whom 
he speeded back to Santa Ana. After 
dark that evening Ming and his hired 
bullies bound Sing Lue and took her 
by force Into the Chinese quarter, 
where hy tortures they sought to make 
her give up her $600.

For son to oppose 
father is held a deadiy crime among 
Chinamen, no matter what the circum- 
Stances of the revolt. Chinamen in 
Santa Ana, indeed, have told Sheriff 
Lacy that ff Ne Shu Heng has not 
already been killed be ought to be 
killed soon,“ for this “crime.”

She 
spent four years in the chief cities 
of Kwangtung province studying the 
Chinese language, which she speaks in 
seven dialects, her purpose being to 
fit herself for rescue work among the 
Chinese women of the Pacific Coast.

GO OUT TODAY. 


For Today the Child Labor 
Act Becomes Law. 
—ũ—ͤ— 
Spirit, Rather Than Letter, 
the Main Thing. 
How Business Men Have 
Been “Weeding Out.” 


— — 


Today the new California chlld -I bor 


law goes into effect, and the results 
of its enforcement will no doubt be 
widespread. In the cities, its chief in- 
fluence will be felt, and Los Angeles, 
the capital of Southern California and 
the second largest city in the State, is 
vitally interested. 

Local merchants, manufacturers and 
officers of civic bodies believe that the 
spirit of the law, and not always its 
exact letter, will be carried to enforce- 
ment. They believe it is designed 
primarily to protect the unfortunate 
children of indifferent or inhuman 
parents, and not to injure energetic 
little tollers who may be forced by cir- 
cumstances to help earn their living. 

The large stores of this city, to- 
gether with factories and ali industries 
in which children are employed, have 
announced their intention of observing 
the law with great care and assisting 
in every way to secure its enforcement, 
Ir accomplishing this they will throw 
out of employment several hundred 
boys and girls. A large number will 


be retained through ability to pass 


requisite examinations, and in stin 
other places special arrangements for 
schooling and time of work have been 
made to accommodate industrious 
youngsters. 

Among the active workers in behalf 
of the new statute is F. J. Zeehande- 
laar. The secrétary of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association has in- 
vestigated many cases and called the 
matter to the attention of the prin- 
cipal tradesmen. He too feels that if 
a strict and absolute enforcement of 
every provision were made it would 
work a necessary hardship in some 
cases. To quote his own words, he 
believes that the law will be read 
“humanely.” 

WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 

The lave states that “No minor under 
the age of eighteen shall be employed 
in laboring In any manufacturing, me- 
chanical or mercantile establishment, 
or other place of labor, more than nine 
hours in one day, except when it is 
necessary to make repairs to prevent 
the interruption of the ordinary run- 
ning of the machinery, or when a dif- 
ferent apportionment of the hours of 
labor is made Yor the sole purpose of 
making shorter day's work for one day 
of the week; and in no case shali the 
hours of la fifty-four hours 
in a week. 

“No minor under the age of sixteen 


wears li be employed or permitted 
to work in aby mercantile institution, 
office, laundry, manufacturing estab- 


lishment or workshop between the 
hours of 10 o’cléck in the evening and 
e morning. No child 


employed in any mercantile institution,

No minor under sixteen years of age 
may work during the time the schools 
are in session unless he or she can 
write English intelligibly and read at 
sight, or unless he or she ts attending 

night school. 

The law is safeguarded by a number 
of provisional clauses relating to 
proper enforcement. 

ZEEHANDELAAR’S VIEW. 

Secretary Zeehandelaar said yester- 
day: “I believe the law to be a hu- 
mane law, and as such I believe it will 
be enforced. To take to school and 
educate ‘the juveniie support of some 
lazy loafer will be a fine thing, and 
as such I believe it has been designed. 
To rob a widowed mother of the few 
pennies her boy may bring in wou 
be wrong indeed, and 1 don't think 
anybody intends doing this. 

“The stores and factories here will 
comply with the law. Questioners on 
the subject are referred to the City 
Superintendent of Schools. Also al!

AUTOMOBILE LEGISLATION. 
Adopting a recommendation from 
Chief Hammel’s automobile 


ing a minimum age limit for chauffeurs, 
providing for safeguarding machines 
when unoccupied and for making auto 
numbers visible at night. 

Tite Chief's chug-wagon squad has 
been making progress during the last 
two weeks both in spreading their net 
for violators of the speed ordinance 
in noting abuses of the automobile by 
reckless chauffeurs. 

A member of the squad told the com- 
mitteemen that during the last week he 
had seen a number of automobiles 
operated by boys in short pants and by 
mere slips of girls. The committee 
promptiy voted to recommend to the 
Ceuncil the adoption of an ordinance 
fixing a minimum age limit for drivers 
of motor machines at eighteen years. 

Then the blue-coated chauffeur re- 
ported that a number of reckless driv. 
ers leave machines standing on the 
streets with the power turhed on. The 
committee recommended that this be 
prohibited by ordinance. 

The next complaint was that 
the numbers on most machines are 

aced in the rear, the lights are in 

nt and the number is not visible at 
night. The officers sali that it is often 
impossible to decipher a number on 
the machine of a night raider. 

The committee promptly voted to 
amend the ordinance by inserting a 
provision requiring the owner of each 
machine to have the number displayed 
in large figures on the glass in front 
of each light % that it can be easily 
distinguished after nightfall. 

These recommendations will be em- 
bodied In a single ordinance and pre- 
sented to the Council next Monday. 


Park Ordinance.

Mrs. McKinney is an rly woman 
who lives at No. 1042 El ino street, 
and ekes out a meager existence as a 
janitress. Intending to surprise a 
niece who lives with her, by present- 
ing her a gold watch, she su bed 
to one of the Golden Gate Credit Com- 
pany's contracts for the sale of a time- 
piece on the credit plan. 

MMAHON's GOLD MINE. 

James B. McMahon is the whole 
thing in the Golden Gate Credit Com- 
pany, that being merely the trading 
name under which he exchanged 
watches for coint of the realm. A 
watch would be sold for $25, and pur- 
chaser would pay $2 down and con- 
tract to pay the balance in small 
weekly or monthly installments, But, 
in addition, each customer woe re- 
ceive three blank contracts, a if he 
or she would get friends to take up 
these three contracts, would be 
deducted from the contract price of 
the watch to the original contracting 
party. On its face the plan waa to 
work up an immense sale of gold 
watches, which the purchasers believed 
to be worth $25 each, for the small 
price of $10. 

In this city alone a large number of 
people were tied up on these watch 
contracts before any of them realized 
that they were individually required to 


said to the worth only $7.50 at the 
outside. Then a number of contracts 
fell delinquent, and the Golden Gate 
Credit Company began a bunch of 
suits, aggregating a hundred or two, 
to compel payment. All have been 
brought in Justice Pierce's court, and, 
so far, McMahon has found his watch 
scheme as good as a gold mine. 
CONTRACTS ENFORCBED. 

Whatever hardship may have been 
felt by any of the persons who desire 
to repudiate their contracts, they have 
been made to pay up. In a number of 
cases Justice Pierce has ordered - 
ment in fayer of the Golden Gate C t 
Company; and in several cases—as in 
the case of Mrs. McKinney-—judgment 
was given on default of the defendant 
to appear. Mrs. McKinney's failure to

ORTO RICO’S BAD HERITAGE. 

When the island of Porto Rico came 
under the American flag ita people 
came into possession of many bless- 
ings and privileges which they had 
not before enjoyed. But with the 
blessings came a heritage of evil, in 
the fact that their country, when it 
was opened to American civilization 
and progress, was also opened to the 
walking delegate of trades-unionism 
—that pestiferous pustule upon the 
body politic, which spreads a moral 
disease of discontent as infectious as 


T smallpox and far more injurious, be- 


cause it is a moral instead of a merely 
physical ailment, and is therefore less 
amenable to rational treatment. 

Gompers and his gang of conspir- 
ators began to work upon the suscep- 
tibilities of the more ignortant Porto 
Ricans almost as soon as the island 
population came under the protection 
of the American flag. They have kept 
up a more or less constant agitatiop 
in the island ever since.

Labor from interfering with the man- 
agement of a large plantation owned 
by a French company in the Ponce 
district of Porto Rico, where it is al- 
leged that the agents of Gompers have 
prevented the operation of the plan- 
tation by means of intimidation and 
violence. There can be very little 
doubt that the charges against these 
meddlers are true, for their scheme of 
operations is apparently of the same 
kind as is pursued in all parts of the 
country where they are permitted to 
gain a foothold. If it were not for 
the employment of intimidation and 
violence, the organization presided 
over by Sam Gompers could not exist 
in the United States. An organiza- 
tion which relies for ite success upon 
intimidation, violence and murder, 
does not deserve to exist in any coun- 
try, and such organizations will not 
long be permitted to exist. Public 
opinion will be their executioner. 

It has been reported that in one of 
their melees, Porto Rico unionists 
(dupes of Gompers and his gang.) 
tore down the American flag and 
trampled it in the dust. This report 
has since been denied. It is to be 
hoped that the story is not true. Yet 
it would not be surprising if it were 
true; for the doctrine that Gompers 
preaches and teaches does not incul- 
cate respect for the Stars and Stripes. 
In fact it teaches disrespect, in that 
it prohibits its members from serving 


in the militia. Such service is one 


of the ways in which patriotic men 
show their realization of the duties 


wheh they owe to the flag and to their 
country. 

Labor conditions in Porto Rico are 
not all they should be, perhaps. 
These conditions could hardly be 
expected to be ideal after the long 
and ruthless rule of Spain. But 
whatever the conditions of labor in 
Porto Rico may be, they will not be 
bettered by the interference of Gom- 
pers and his gang of meddlers and 
grafters. This much is as certain as 
anything can be. The condition of 
workmen in Porto Rico has greatly im- 
proved under American rule. It would 


have improved much faster and much 


more substantially if the pestiferous 
Gompers gang had kept out of the 
island entirely. 


EE NOM THE FAITHFUL. 

The Oakland Tribune of Tuesday 
last published a touching story of the 
faithfulness with which Gee Nom, a 
Chinese gambler, cherished the mem- 
ory of a friend, although the friend 
is dead, and without the power of 
further service. Moreover, the dead 
man was of neither the race nor the 
creed of Gee Nom. He was a white 
man, once a brilliant lawyer, a great 
orator, and widely known in Califor- 
nia. His name was Thomas Garrity. 
Many who read these lines will read- 
ily recall his memory. 

During his lifetime Garrity had be-

N THE BIG 
INDUSTRIES. 


The investigations being carried on 
by Mr. Powell, the government expert, 
the cause of decay in or- 
anges are giving rise to spirited dis- 
cussion among the orchardists. Up to 
this point, the bulk of the blame ts 
laid at the door of the pickers. The 
puncture of the orange skin by the 
clippers is held by Mr. Powell to be 
the chief cause of decay in transit. 


Care in Picking the Oranges. 

Among the growers it is freely con- 
ceded that the orange must be skin 
whole when it is delivered to the pack- 
ers if it is to travel without dete- 
rioration. But there ts considerable 
diversity of opinion as to the extent 
of the evil. That it has prevailed, 
however, more or less on most orchards 
is admitted, and aiready special pre- 
cautions are being taken to put en end 
to damage that at the moment ap- 
pears to be very slight, but in the 
final result has most serious conse- 
quences, not merely to any one or- 
ange directly affected but to its neigh- 
bors In the packed box. In many or- 
chards where the system of paying the 
pickers by the box has hitherto been 
in force, this is now being discontinued 
in favor of hiring pickers by the day. 
Ry the former plan there is the risk 
of due care being sacrificed to haste. 
But by the dally wage system this 
risk is reduced, and the grower secures 
pretty much the same aggregate 
amount of work if he simply insists 
upon having an average number of 
boxes daily from each picker employed. 
Responsibility of the Packer. 

However, the growers are not in- 
clined to shoulder the entire blame for 
the decay of fruit in transit. The 
packers, too, are held to be responsible. 
Despite the fine machinery of most 
packing-houses and the strict regula- 
tiens laid down for the employés, it 
is alleged by some growers that there 
is still, at times, very h handling 
of the fruit. It has to be remembered 
that a single orange in a box that 
has been ill-used before packing may 
be the cause of much trouble. Fur- 
thermore, there is divided opinion about 
the pressure applied to the boxes in 
packing. Many growers contend that 


— 


this is the chief cause of decay; most 


packers will reply that a firmly pressed 
ex is essential for safe transporta- 
tion. But there are some men wWho 
hold that the system of packing the 
oranges in bushel baskets, as recently 
described and illustrated in the col- 
umns of The Times, is the best of all. 
There have been considerable experi- 
ments along this line during the pres- 


ent season, and it is said that requests. 


are coming back from the East for 
more carloads packed on the basket 
plan. Mr. Powell's investigations are 
only at their initial stage, and it is 


ear that until the orange is followed, 


step by step, along every stage of its 
progress, from the orchard right to 
the retailer's store, the last word on 
the subject of decay cannot be spoken. 
Production of Maple Sugar. 

The Bureau of Forestry has been 
studying the maple sugar industry with 
a view to securing larger supplies of 
the real article and preventing spuri- 
ous fabrications from being put upon 
the market. The extent of the widely 
prevailing adulteration is shown by the 
fact that,.while the amount of the raw 
preduct has largely decreased during 
recent years, the whole quantity sold 
has greatly increased, and the mar- 
ket price at the same time been re- 
duced. Furthermore, the price rises 


or falls in direct relation to the vari- 


ations in the price of cane sugar. This 
latter fact indicates with tolerable cer- 
tainty that cane sugar is the chief 
adulterant. In truth, much of the so- 
enlled maple syrup on the market 's 
simply a combination ‘sweets with 
a Lttle maple molasses ed to give 
the maple flavor. The Government 
Bureau makes the following point- 
blank statement: “It is conservatively 
estimated that seven-eighths of what 
ie sold as maple syrup and sugar is 
a #purious article. Most of the fabri- 
cations are entirely harmless, but they 
are not the real thing.” 

To Prevent Adulteration. 

Apart from the consumers’ obvious 
grounds for complaint, this extensive 
adulteration hits the genuine producers 
severely, for it forces them to com- 
pete with cheap imitations. Thus the 
price of their raw product is kept 
down, and the forests of maple are not 
as profitable to their owners as they 
otherwise would be. The best remedy 
seems to lie in the association plan, 
now adopted in Vermont and other 
maple sugar States with excellent re- 
sults. A trade-mark is registered, 
which becomes a guarantee of abso- 
lute purity, a central market is estab- 
lished, and in this way a quickly 
expanding business is built up, while 
the public is protected from having 
spurious goods folsted upon it. 
Substitute for Rubber, 

By reason of the rapidly-increasing 
demand for rubber, it is stated that 
there are today in different parts of 
South and Central America, no fewer 
than twenty-five expeditions searching 
for rubber plantations. Meanwhile the 
chemists are busy seeking to find a 
process of manufacturing the valuable 
article. But although science has de- 
termined the chemical elements, it has, 
up to the present, been unable to dupli- 
cate the molecular arrangement 
whereby rubber derives its peculiar 
elasticity—the power to contract to its 
original form after being stretched. 
For certain purposes, however, a com- 
pound of sulphur and some low-grade 
oil, such as that sof cotton seed, is 
found to answer the purposes of gen- 
uine rubber. For hard springs, like 
ear springs, it is excellent, it is also 
being used for pedal treads on bicycles, 
for rubber matting, for floor strips, 
and a dozen other things commonly 
spoken of as rubber. But it does not 
wholly take the place of the natural 
gum, as there must always be some 
admixture of the latter to give the arti- 
ficial product the right consistency. 
However, the discovery is of high m- 
dustrial importance, as i tends to save 


the real rubber for the purposes for 
indispensable.

TRUST'S ORIGIN, 


| One of the Interested Parties Tells of 


How the Standard Was 
Started. 


{Herbert J. Welsh, in Success:] Al-

At his Palm Beach cottage a short 
time before his death, Samuel Andrews, 
who, with John D. Rockefeller and 


ry. 
In the late sixties, in Cleveland, Mr. 
Rockefeller had an office in the whole- 
sale district of the city, where he sold 
produce of various kinds on commés- 
sion. Mr. Andrews owned a small 
plant for refining crude petroleum. For 
the purpose of extending the market 
for his ofl among retailers Mr. Andrews 
sought out Mr. Rockefeller and offered 
to pay him $1 for each barrel of oll he 
might sell. The latter accepted and 
found the arrangement so profitable 


that one day, after he had been doing 


business some time with the refiner, he 
remarked to him: 
3 must be a good deal of money 
“There is,” replied Mr. Andrews. The 
two discussed casually the condition 
and prospects of the trade, and the 
subject of forming a partnership was 
lightly touched upon, but at that time 
the matter went no further than talk. 
Meanwhile Mr. Flagier was attending 
zealously to his duties behind the coun- 


ter in the grocery store, and mei- 


dentally was making an impression on 
the ‘heart of a young woman who was 
in the habit of coming in to buy pro- 
visions. Within a few months after it 
hed occurred to Mr. Rockefeller that 
there were possibilities in the oil busi- 
ness Mr. Flagler married his customer.

The 
latter agreed to enter a partnership, 
and they organized an  oll-refining 
business, utilizing the plant of Mr. An- 
drews. 

The affairs of the new concern pros- 
pered from the start. Its dealings with 
the railroads grew constantly larger, 
and it occurred to the partners that 
special freight rates would be advanta- 
geous. It was Mr. Flagler who at- 
tended in person to this important mat- 
ter. He was the man Who represented 
the company in the negotiations for 
the reduced rates, which gave the 
Standard so great an advantage over 
Its competitors, and have been such an 
Important factor in its growth. Mr. 
Rockefeller had greater commercia! 
ambitions than his co-workers. His 
ideas of business expansion were 
larger. He was always on the look- 
out for new avenues of development. 
Mr. Andrews, the oldest and most ex- 
perienced man of the three, and at 
that time the most successful, was the 
conservative partner. His attitude to- 


ward the many projects of the other 


two did not always eatisfy them, and 


finally they asked him how much he 


would take for his interest. 

Mr. Andrews was making money, and 
had no desire to retire from the com- 
pany, so he answered, casually, feel- 
ing that his figure was prohibitive, 
that he would sell out for a million 
dollars, a sum which was much larger 
at that time (thirty years ago) than it 
is today. To Mr. Andrews's astonish- 
ment, his partners procured the money 
and bought his interest.
